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ROADS FOR TRAFFIC 


| apposed improvement which the contemporary age demands seems to require 

purchase at the price of some amenity or at the cost of some spiritual 
quality. The suggested Hyde Park Corner-Marble Arch improvement, now 
before Parliament, which is the subject of a statement of protest by the Royal 
Fine Art Commission (see p. 11) is an example of this truth. Part of a larger 
scheme which includes new layouts for traffic at Marble Arch and at Hyde 
Park Corner (the latter including a tunnel from the western end of Piccadilly 
to a point in Knightsbridge beyond St. George’s Haspital), the ‘improvement’ 
contemplates turning the East Carriage-drive of Hyde Park into a permanent 
northbound traffic lane, thus freeing Park-lane for south-bound vehicles. The 
price of this project, which it is not denied will have some immediate advantages, 
is, of course, the permanent loss of a strip of London’s all too scarce parkland. 


The Royal Fine Art Commission does well to voice its protest. The warning 
it sounds that ‘there is a grave risk that if an encroachment of this kind is once 
permitted, further demands will follow from time to time which, if accepted 
would whittle away the splendid series of open spaces,’ rings a doleful bell in 
the ears of those who remember the infiltration into Battersea Park of the 
Trojan horse which is now the permanent fun fair. But the Commission does 
not rest its case only on fear of attrition; it makes the valid points that it is 
questionable, if the scheme as proposed is put through, how much 
improvement in the general traffic congestion in this part of London will be 
effected; whether after a few years congestion may not be just as bad as before ; 


and whether some much more radical solution ought not to be sought even at 
this stage. 


One such attempt at a radical solution, the Commission points out, was Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie’s ‘A’ ring road. Others, it suggests, could perhaps be 
made. We endorse this view, and would hope that while solutions are being 
sought, no final decision be taken on the future of the East Carriage-drive until 
the beneficial effect of improved layouts at Marble Arch and at Hyde Park 
Corner be estimated. Those who know the problems of driving through Park- 
lane are aware that the principal reasons for delay in making the northbound 
journey are the prolonged halts occasioned by the incoming traffic from the 
East Carriage-drive; while the difficulties on the southbound trip are mostly 
occasioned by the halt in Hamilton Place caused by the East-West traffic, 
aggravated by the constant setting down and picking up by cars and taxis from the 
hotels in Park-lane. Re-routing the traffic to the hotels so as to make use of the 
smaller streets at the back would largely free the flow of traffic through Park-lane, 
while improvements at either end of the thoroughfare—and especially the under- 
pass from Piccadilly to Knightsbridge coupled with a revised roundabout at 
Hyde Park Corner which should certainly make use of the RFAC’s suggestion 


that the Artillery Memorial ought to be re-sited—would do a great deal to 
reduce hold-ups. 


These and other points will, we shall hope, be noted by the sponsors of the 
Bill who should, in addition, bend their further attention to the longer-term 
traffic circulation needs. The example of Brussels is especially commended. 
Bold measures which include the creation of a number of underpasses below 
busy road junctions and an elevated roadway have recenily been completed. 
The result is that heavy and through traffic can be routed through the city 
with little or no interference with local traffic. That a nation of only eight 
million inhabitants should have put up £15 million for this purpose should be 
an example to us. The fact that the main avenues in the Belgian capital are 
exceptionally wide and so are suited to the construction of underpasses should 


not be adduced as a reason for thinking that more of the same sort of thing 
could not be done in London. 


The RFAC has done well, at this 11th hour, in making a protest which, we 
hope, Parliament will carefully note.

The profession, naturally, is the archi- 
tectural profession, and the course 
recommended to the elected representa- 
tives of Hampstead is an architectural 
competition. Here, state the letter- 
writers, is something of a test case, for 
the architectural scene in Hampstead has 
in the past few years ‘ changed dramati- 
cally from Early Victorian to “ contem- 
porary ”....What should the town hall 
of a rapidly developing metropolitan 
borough look like in the mid-twentieth 
century? Like an outsize Georgian 
rectory? Or like something in Stockholm 
or Hilversum? Or like a very special 
secondary modern school? Or like a 
compromise with everything under the 
sun? We are inclined to think that it 
should not look like any of these, but that 
the way is open for an architect to think 
very hard indeed and discover the new, 
the appropriate answer. Here is an 
opportunity for a really exciting and 
fruitful competition.’

New Year Honours 


THE LIST OF RECIPIENTS of New Year 
honours is, from the building industry's 
point of view, rather a thin one. Three 
architects figure, however—Mr. Clough 
Williams-Ellis, whose lifetime’s work for 
architecture and town planning is recog- 
nised by the award of the CBE (a 
distinction also awarded to Barbara 
Hepworth, the sculptress); Mr. A. J. P. 
Powell who (with his partner, Mr. Ek. 
Moya) has done so much for the arch- 
tecture of our time, and is honoured with 
the OBE, an honour which also goes to 
Mr. J. Nelson Meredith, retiring City 
Architect of Bristol, whose contributioa 
to architecture in the local governmert 
field at Norwich as well as at Bristol hes 
been so considerable. To these go our 
congratulations, as also to Mr. Halford 
Reddish, chairman of the Rugby Port- 
land Cement Company, whose energetic 
leadership of recent trade missions to 
Canada will be remembered, and is recog- 
nised by a knighthood; and to Mr. P. C. 
Ford, an outstanding past-president of 
the Federation of Associations of 
Specialists and Sub-contractors, who 
gains the OBE.

Blenheim Palace Restoration 


THE thoroughly bad and now dis- | 


credited practice of putting iron cramps 
in the stonework of buildings has, it 
seems, claimed another victim in the shape 
of Blenheim Palace, where cracks in the 
stonework have been causing concern 
during the past few years. Pieces have 
fallen from walls and cornices, and in 
many more places, The Times has re- 
ported, falls seem probable. 

To meet this situation a systematic re- 
storation of the entire building has been 
undertaken. The work will take five to 
10 years, according to the architect in 
charge, Mr. Thomas Rayson, FSA, 
FRIBA, of Oxford, who says that it is 
impossible at the moment to say how 
much will have to be done. 


First investigations have shown that the 
fundamental structure is sound. In spite 
of the cracks, it seems that water damage 
has not penetrated to a serious extent, 
and in this respect not a great deal of 
work is likely to be needed. 


The main damage has resulted from an 
error by the original builders, who inclu- 
ded many iron cramps in the stonework. 
According to Mr. Rayson, most of them 
never served a useful purpose. The water 
has penetrated to these cramps, and their 
rusting has burst the stonework. Much 
reconstruction will have to be done to re- 
move the rusted cramps and other betier 
protected ones which might yet cause 
serious damage. Where replacement 1s 
needed bronze will be used. 

The cost of the restoration is being 


shared equally between the Government 
and the Duke of Marlborough.

Private Work by Officials 
To the Editor of The Builder 
GQ IR,—The leading article in your issue 
‘of December 27 about private work 
done by officials in local government 
gives a very one-sided view of the picture. 
May I mention one or two points you 
may have overlooked and put this vexed 
question in proper perspective. 

First, many local authorities (including 
the County Council by whom I am 
employed) ban. private work by its 
employees. I, naturally, have not under- 
taken any, although not for lack of oppor- 
tunity. 

It has been my experience that the nature 
of the work offered is generally such that 
architects and quantity surveyors in private 
practice would not wish to accept it. Minor 
works—or those involving considerable 
alterations and repairs—are not the best 
types to undertake on a fee basis. Surely 
it is better that these jobs should have draw- 
ings prepared by an architect, and even 
better that they should be covered by an 
accurate bill of auantities, rather than the 
preparation work and the construction be 
left to the builder. 

Do not jobs on this latter system lead to 
arguments and bitterness when the final 
account is sent in? 

Your picture of local government 
employees looking forward to good _ pen- 
sions and enjoying security while those in 
private practice are engaged in a battle for 
survival is quite misleading and untrue. 
Security depends primarily on an_ indi- 
vidual’s own ability and the economic con- 
dition of our country, rather than where 
one is employed. 

I think that principals in private practice 
would be well advised to examine the activi- 
ties of their own staff after working hours 
rather than pick on the traditional whipping- 
boy—the local government official.

years and has become far more serious 
since the war. 


It is quite obvious that such work is 
executed by salaried officials, some of 
whom quite openly admit that they are 
able to make quite a reasonable sideline 
out of this work. Of course, the only 
adequate remedy to put an end to such 
practices is for an Act of Parliament to 
be passed stating that all plans for build- 
ing work submitted to local authorities 
should bear the name and address of a 
privately practising architect, and all 
heads of departments in urban, city, rural 
and county offices should be enjoined to 
accept no plans which do not bear such 
name and address. 


As pointed out in your article, salaried 
officers are fully aware of the scale of 
salary of the post for which they apply, 
and it is grossly unfair for these people 
to purloin part of the livelihood of 
privately practising architects who do not 
have the security which the official enjoys. 
I do feel that the professional bodies con- 
cerned could make a much more deter- 
mined effort to curtail this practice 
which, by its nature and scope, now 
threatens many small private architects 
who are already affected by the credit 
squeeze and the high percentage charged 
by Building Societies.

T= building consists of two sections—a two-storey 
block containing the executive offices and theatre, 
and a one-storey exhibition hall. 

The executive offices provide 14,500 sq. ft. of air- 
conditioned office space on the main floor, for the 
administration staff of the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion and for a branch bank. On the second floor are 
dining-room and lounge, with balcony overlooking the 
main plaza to the band shell and the lake. 

The theatre adjoins the executive offices. It, too, is 
air-conditioned. With a seating capacity of 1,325, a 
very well-equipped stage and dressing rooms, it is used 
in connection with the women’s activities during 
exhibitions and for music, opera, drama, fashion shows, 
cinema and pageants the year round. Entrance to the 
theatre is through a two-storey foyer with one complete 
wall of glass, a curved staircase leading to the second 
floor of the offices, and directors’ dining-room. 

Adjoining the theatre on the east side is the exhibi- 
tion hall, with a floor area of 63,000 sq. ft. This hall is 
mechanically heated and ventilated and has a large 
stage at the west end for kitchen and fashion displays. 
The hall is completely equipped with service facilities 
for telephone, gas, water, drains and electricity to be 
connected to the display stands. 

The structural design of this hall has resulted in a 
minimum of columns, making for the utmost flexibility. 
Its construction is of reinforced concrete and the roof 
over the whole area is of hipped plate design, allowing 
for large uninterrupted areas and roof overhangs. 
The exterior walls are a combination of precast 
coloured concrete panels, brick and glass.

& J® THIS factory canteen has recently been completed 
at Ellesmere Port for The Bowater Paper Cor- 
poration, Ltd. The canteen will be used by office

The ‘A75’ system of construction, designed by Farmer 
and Dark, FF.RIBA, for A. H. Anderson, Ltd., was used 
in the construction of this building. The system employs 
load-bearing panels in single-storey construction, which 
carry 16 in. deep box beams, with 2 in. boarded roof 
panels (which supply a stiff plane by which to counteract 
wind movements). For the large canteen, a partition is 
introduced between panels to carry the larger span 28 in. 
deep box beams. The module employed is 6 ft. 3 in., 
16 in. box beams spanning up to four modules, 28 in. 
beams up to seven modules. A flush ceiling is provided 
throughout in framed insulation board panels, gravity 
fixed to underside of beams. Partitions are in plaster- 
board cellular partitioning faced with various linings.

STATEMENT BY THE ROYAL 
FINE ART COMMISSION 


[N published statements about the Bill 

now before Parliament, reference has 
been made to the opposition of the Royal 
tine Art Commission to the scheme pre- 
pired by the London County Council, in 
asreement with the Ministry of Transport 

d Civil Aviation and the Ministry of 
\ orks, and it therefore seems desirable 
that the Commission’s views should be 
more fully explained to the public.’ So 
roads a statement issued by the Com- 
nission on December 19. It continues: 

‘From its inception in 1924, the Com- 
mssion has attached the greatest 
ir:portance to the preservation of the 
R »yal Parks and has on several occasions 
re isted suggested encroachments on their 
p.rimeter. The present proposals, based 
o: traffic considerations, constitute the 
la gest encroachment ever suggested. The 
Royal Parks are a unique feature of 
L ndon and one of its main attractions 
bi th for those who live there and for 
vi-itors from other parts of the country 
aid from abroad. Their value has 
in-reased enormously as the _ built-up 
arcas Of the metropolis have extended 
beyond them, and hitherto no sacrifice of 
in mediate practical convenience has been 
considered too great to preserve them 
iniact. There is a grave risk that if an 
encroachment of this kind is once per- 
mitted, further demands will follow from 
tine to time, which, if accepted, would 
whittle away the splendid series of open 
spices. 

It may be urged that this is too rigid 
an attitude, and that it would be wrong 
to resist every possible encroachment, if 
by agreeing to it some outstanding 
advantage could be secured. But, although 
the issues concerned are in part technical, 
the Commission is far from convinced 
that any such outstanding benefits will 
ensue. It is, of course, clear that some 
immediate relief to local traffic congestion 
would be given by the use of Park-lane 
for all southbound traffic, and of the East 
Carriage-drive for all northbound. But, 
on a broader view, it would seem 
questionable how much improvement the 
scheme will effect in the general traffic 
congestion in this part of London; 
whether after a few years it may not be 
just as bad as before, and whether some 
much more radical solution ought not to 
be sought even at this stage. One such 
attempt at a radical solution was Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie’s “ A” Ring Road; 
others could perhaps be made. 

“The County Council and _ the 
Ministries concerned were told of the 
Commission’s misgivings when the present 
proposals were considered in the Spring 
of 1955, but the Government has decided 
to support the scheme which is now 
before Parliament. If the scheme is 


accepted, notwithstanding the objections 
to encroachment on the Royal Parks, the 
Commission hopes that every effort will 
be made to mitigate the damage done, and 
indeed to compensate if possible for the 
loss of amenities by the creation of new 
ones. 





‘The opportunity should be taken to 
isolate the Park as far as possible, on 
the eastern side at least, from the noise 


and smell and sight of motor traffic. The 
Commission believes that it might be 
possible, by remodelling and replanting 
the ground in parts, to provide a raised 
bank between the Park proper and the 
new traffic route. The Commission would 
also like to see more attention given to 
the car parking problem. The present 
scheme makes no provision for car parks 
outside the Park railings, and it is impor- 
tant, in the Commission’s view, that the 
Park should not be used as a public car 
park, as it is in many places at present. 

“The Commission has given much 
attention to the proposed new layouts 
for the Marble Arch and Hyde Park 
Corner junctions which are still in course 
of design and have not yet been pub- 
lished. It agrees that improvements are 
required, and is satisfied with the general 
lines of that for Marble Arch. 

‘At Hyde Park Corner it has been 
anxious to preserve the sense of continuity 
between Hyde Park and the Green Park 
by keeping the enlarged island planted to 
the fullest possible extent with grass and 
trees. In the Commission’s view paved 
areas should be kept to a minimum, and 
no new features should be added. There 
are already too many elements virtually 
unrelated to one another. The Com- 
mission believes that the situation would 
be greatly improved if a new site could 
be found for the Artillery Memorial; a 
better carriageway could then be pro- 
vided in front of St. George’s Hospital, 
and the Decimus Burton Screen could be 
better seen from the south.’

STONES CF BriTAIN. By B.C. G. Shore. 302 
pv. (London: Leonard Hill (Books), Ltd.)

| RUCE ALLSOPP the historian once 

wrote: ‘The love which many people 
have for Renaissance design is not unmixed 
with regret and nostalgia for the passing 
of the kind of society which created it~ 
Colonel Shore’s antiquarian roots, however. 
nourish themselves in formations older than 
the accumulations which have crushed 
15th-century exuberance. His enigmatic 
book about building stones, vide the quota- 
tion, presents him as a reactionary of the 
type so disliked, or feared, by the avant 
garde left-wing. 

Seizing upon such words as: * May the 
time come again . .. when we shall use them 
[stones] once more instead of Fletton bricks 
and concrete,’ new-brutalists would con- 
demn the author for unrealistic convention- 
alism. With costly masonry almost ;ro- 
hibitive in building today, this is unrealistic. 
But what a pity. for the author not only 
speaks of stones as if they are people but 
he has a knowledge of this country’s stones, 
their properties, their uses, their failings, in- 
deed, the very quarries from which they are 
blasted which, even for a man interested in

the aesthetics of building, is phenomenal. 


Had he set himself terms of reference 
which excluded the constant plaintive cry in 
the functional wilderness of using stone 
regardless; of implying the abolition of 
motor vehicles whose fumes contribute to 
attrition; of praise for the prosaic post-war- 
Jacobean post office at Shaftesbury as 
architecture; this would be not only a 
delightful but a most valuable book. Never- 
theless, the author is simply but intelligently 
practical. He condemns ivy as a menace 
to any wall and knows that some trees 
near foundations draw up water from 
the soil and cause wall cracking. By 
a long useful list of stones, their character- 
istics and their locale one guesses that he 
knows the foremen of most of Britain’s 
quarries by their nicknames. Major geologi- 
cal formations are discussed with easy 
familiarity, pinpointed by maps and the 
rocks composing them, illustrated by many 
photographs—sometimes obscure or remi- 
niscent of ‘Come to Britain’ posters— 
superbly reproduced one to almost every 
facing page. - 

He tilts a strong lance at the Building Re- 
search Station’s ruling that limestone should 
never be bedded next to sandstone, pointing 
out that most mortars contain calcium car- 
bonate which reacts with atmospheric sul- 
phuric acid to form soluble calcium sulphate 
which works into stone pores, expands, and 
causes decay. Thus, too thick or prominent 
joints, either new or repointed, are poten- 
tially more dangerous than the juxtaposi- 
tion of natural rocks. 

In an informative chapter on stone preser- 
vation the author recommends ‘ plastic den- 
tistry ’ in lieu of often costly, garish replace- 
ment—that is, building-up a damaged sec- 
tion with mortar containing sand, sym- 
pathetic in colour and texture, keyed into 
tile inserts notched into the stone. 

While, under present economic circum- 
stances this book has a value less practical] 
than we should wish, it yet remains as a 
fascinating tribute to men who for love of 
their work preserve a fine and ancient craft.

ARCHITECTURAL GRAPHIC STANDARDS. By 
Charles George Ramsey and Harold Reeve 
Sleeper. 758 pp. (London: Chapman 
and Hall, Ltd.) Price 148s. 


THE US EQUIVALENT of ‘ Burnet, Tait and 
Lorne,’ this fifth edition omnium gatherum, 
first printed in 1932, is described by Eero 
Saarinen in its foreword as an ‘encyclo- 
pedic handbook.’ Encyclopedic it certainly 
is, but handbook inadequately delineates a 
massive (5lb.) volume which, with lucidity, 
offers so much concise, accurate and general 
information—line drawings and notes—to 
designers of buildings. 

The comprehensiveness of the publication 
would render naive any elaboration of its 
contents: suffice to say that it is a bigger 
and better version of the last published 
(1951) fourth edition. However, some data 
from that previous issue has been included 
in a companion volume, Building Planning 
and Design Standards (1955), by Mr. 
Sleeper. to make space in this book for 
more and recent information. Thus items 
of general nature in a variety of buildings 
are found in AGS and information relating 
to specific buildings is covered in BP & DS.

HE building, of reinforced concrete column and beam 
construction, constitutes a war memorial to those 
British marine engineers who were killed in the second 
world war. It is constructed on an island site of approxi- 
mately 12,090 sq. ft., bounded on the north side by 
Fenchurch-street, on the west side by Mark-lane and on 
the east and south sides by London-street. Before enemy 
bombing the area was occupied by closely spaced low 
buildings; in the new planning the space’ in front of 
Fenchurch-street station will be opened up as much as 
possible. The Memorial building will provide modern 
office space, a large first-floor lecture theatre with a 
seating capacity of 350, and a basement garage. 

The dominant feature of the building is a 175-ft. high 
15-storey tower, 85 ft. by 50 ft. wide; the remainder of the 
building over an area of 85 ft. by 100 ft., is eight storeys 
high, that is roughly equivalent to the height of the 
neighbouring buildings. The tower is sited in such a 
position that there is no loss of light to the near-by 
properties. 


Layout. The building is not perfectly rectangular; the 
Fenchurch-street facade is at a slight angle to the other 
walls. The sub-basement floor is 20 ft. below street level 
and has an irregular contour which stretches beyond 
the ground floor of the building to form an extension 
roughly triangular in plan (maximum width 39 ft.) on the 
London-street (south) side. This extension follows the 
line of existing vaults; the ramp for car access to the upper 
basement garage passes through the extension. A near-by 
public house which will be demolished as part of the 
clearance scheme will reopen in the upper basement. 
The sub-basement includes separate compartments for 
oil-fired boilers and oil-storage tanks. 

The building will be occupied at ground-floor level by 
offices and showrooms. A main helical staircase of 
reinforced concrete provides access from the ground to 











the third floors; a special movable form was devised to 
assist its construction. The Institute’s Memorial Hall, 
Council Chamber and other facilities are located on the 
first floor. The Hall includes a platform and a second- 
storey balcony. The Institute’s library will occupy the 
second floor of the tower. 


Structure. The building is founded on sandy ballast; 
a heavily reinforced concrete raft, 4 ft. thick, was necessary. 
This 4 ft. floor slab of the sub-basement is reinforced with 
two layers of } in. * Tentor’ bars spaced to a close mesh. 
The basements are surrounded by retaining walls 24 in. 
thick on the east and south sides and 18 in. thick on the 
other two sides. The 24 in. wall has a spread foundation 
12 ft. 6 in. toe-to-heel and 2 ft. thick. Copper-strip water 
stops were installed at all construction joints during 
below street level concreting. 


Columns throughout the building are on a 16 ft. by 13 ft. 
grid in the tower portion, and ona 16 ft. by 15 ft. 9 in. grid 
in the other portion. Their sizes vary from 27 in. square in 
the sub-basement to 18 in. and 15 in. square at seventh- 
floor level in the tower and non-tower portions respectively 
and to 15 in. square at the 14th storey. In general, columns 
are square where they are purely functional and round 


where they are exposed as part of the interior decor of the 
building. 


All the columns, mullions and external beams are of 
in situ concrete; for lightness external beams were formed 
as hollow boxes. Many of the external columns are of 
different irregular shapes for desired architectural and 
structural purposes. All internal beams, except the major 
beams over the Memorial Hall, are of precast concrete. 
Main beams, between columns, all have a 9 in. base and 
the majority are 9 in. in height. Shear connectors 
were included on the upper surface near the ends of 
the beams for tying with the column reinforcement.

Floors were designed for a live load of 
100 Ib. per sq. ft.; where partitions occur 
support is provided by additional pre- 
stressed beams. Both the main and 
subsidiary beams are integrated by the in- 
situ concrete floor slab; the slab forms in 
effect a top flange for all beams. Slabs are 
2} in. thick with an increase to 5} in., 
over a sloping 2 ft. soffit, at the main 
beams. The slabs were laid with a per- 
manent expanded metal form. At points 
of structural complexity such as, for 
example, around staircases, lift and services 
where prefabrication of elements would be 
unnecessarily difficult, floors were cast as 
solid 6 in. thick reinforced concrete slabs. 


The three large beams which span 47 ft. 
3 in. at 16 ft. centres across the Memorial 
Hall also serve as bearing walls on the 
third floor. The beams are 11 ft. 5} in. deep 
overall and 15 in. thick in their central, 
between floors, web. Top and bottom 
flanges are formed by the floor slabs of 
the third and fourth floors, with a 12 in. 
deep by 2 ft. wide heavily reinforced 
bottom ‘nub’ below third-floor level. 
Diagonal reinforcing is provided in the 
web of the beam. Support for the Hall 
salcony, at second floor level was provided 
xy 9 in. wide by 17 in deep in-situ concrete 
ongitudinal beams and two ‘stepped’ 
yeams, 12 in. wide. The balcony floor slabs 
ire of in-situ reinforced concrete 5 in. thick. 


A 9 in. thick reinforced concrete wall is 
continuous throughout the height of the 
tower to act as a wind brace or stiffener. 
The brace forms the wall of one bay; it is 
located halfway across the width of the 
tower, adjacent to the seventh-storey 
portion. 


Finishes. The lower two storeys of the 
building are faced with slabs of polished 
granite; the remaining storeys are faced 
with Portland stone on three sides and, 
brick panels on the south side. A full 
seven-storey-high panel of faience tiles is 
included on the east side. Each stone of 
the facing was individually clamped on to 
the frame by copper clamps to conform to 
the new LCC building requirement for 
infilling stability during fires. All the walls 
have an infilling of backing brick. The 
ground arid first floors will have a very 
high standard of finish; marble will be used 
extensively both internally and externally 
and all hardware will be bronze.

Warning to Architects 


A DROP in housing and _ industrial 
building might be expected in 1958 as a 
direct consequence of recent Government 
measures including the raising of the 
Bank rate, said Mr. Norman H. Fowler, 
FRIBA, in his presidential address to the 
West Yorkshire Society of Architects at 
Leeds.~ If the Bank rate were kept at a 
high level for a long period architects 
would be the first to notice any tendency 
of their clients to defer any new building 
projects. 

He also said that the outflow from 
architectural schools over the next two 
or three years would continue regardless 
of current events and there might be 
difficulty in absorbing all the architects 
who qualified in 1958. 


Guildford Cathedral Cost 


BECAUSE of the steady rise in building 
prices completion of the nave of 
Guildford’s new cathedral will now cost 
£58,00 more than the £190,000 estimated 
in 1955. 

Announcing this at the presentation 
of the Dick Sheppard Memorial in the 
cathedral recently, Miss E. Iredale, 
secretary of the Cathedral . Fund, 
said that to the new figure of £248,000 
must be added maintenance and fund 
costs and a small contingency fund, 
making a total of £260,000. So far 
£148,000 of this had been raised. 

She said the immediate situation was 
obviously a very difficult one. During 
the year 1957 £51,000 had been raised 
in new money. If they were to be free 
of real strain and anxiety it would be 
necessary to raise the greater part of 
£100,000 in 1958. A sum of £112,000 had 
still to be raised for the seven bays of the 
nave to be completed by June, 1959, and 
that sum did not include provision for 
a west end.

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Sir Edward Maufe, the cathedral archi- 
tect, who designed the cross and 
candlesticks, given in memory of the late 
Canon H. R. L. Sheppard by a group of 
his friends, described their construction 
in detail to the congregation of about 50 
people in the chancel. The cross is of 
Honduras mahogany, finished in bur- 
nished gold and contains the cathedral 
heraldic colours. 


Status of Housing Managers 


THE Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation has sent evidence to the sub-com- 
mittee set up by the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee, which is consider- 
ing the functions of housing managers 
and the control of council housing 
estates. In frankly critical terms, the 
Association evaluates the parts played in 
public housing, schemes by architects, 
council committees and Government 
departments. The consumers’ wighes are 
all too often not known or disregarded. 
Only the housing manager—and a hous- 
ing manager with greatly improved status 
—can properly represent tenants’ wishes. 
Therefore he should play an important 
part in design and layout considerations, 
though enlarged functions and higher 
status for the housing manager, the Asso- 
ciation states, must still rest on close 
knowledge of tenants’ circumstances and 
needs. 


Concrete Expert Retires 


THE CEMENT AND CONCRETE ASSOCIA- 
TION announces the retirement, at the end 
of this year, of Lt.-Col. W. P. Andrews, 
MC, who was for many years the head 
of their Roads Department. He joined 
the British Portland Cement Association 
(forerunner to the Cement and Concrete 
Association) in 1926, and the Cement and 
Concrete Association itself on its forma- 
tion in 1935. 

Shortly before the second world war he 
became Head of the Association’s Roads 
Department, but on the outbreak of war 
he temporarily gave up his post to rejoin 
the army.

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POST-WAR HOUSING 
AT BRISTOL 


Talk at the Housing Centre 


LIKE many other large housing authori- 

ties in this country, since the war 
Bristol City Council, in seeking to increase 
the number of dwellings available within 
its boundaries, has found it necessary to 
build chiefly upwards. This was one of the 
facts about the city’s post-war housing pro- 
gramme given by the city architect, Mr. J. 
NELSON MEREDITH, FRIBA, in a talk at the 
Housing Centre, 13, Suffolk-street, SW1, on 
December 10. 

Bristol covered some 26,000 acres, he 
stated. Since the war over 30,000 dwellings 
had been provided there. About 4,000 of 
these had been built by private enterprise, 
the remainder by the City Council. The 
dwellings ranged from little bed-sitting- 
rooms to three- to four-bedroom houses. 
But there were still some 9,000 families on 
the housing waiting list. That was why the 
erection of certain factory premises and so 
on had been held up. He thought Bristol 
did the right thing in making that decision. 

There was a shortage of land in Bristol, 
said Mr. Meredith, and therefore the City 
Council was now building upwards rather 
than horizontally. In the Redcliffe area, 
which was heavily blitzed during the war, 
the Council was building multi-storey blocks 
of flats. The highest block would be of 
15 storeys. 

The total capital value of the property 
for which the Bristol City housing com- 
mittee was responsible was £41 millions 
and the total annual rental collection was 
£2} millions, including rates. 

Speaking of the facilities provided in the 
post-war dwellings, Mr. Meredith said he 
was very keen on block heating for the big 
blocks of flats. Everything possible should 
be done to avoid making smoke. He also 
hoped that electric floor heating would be 
introduced into the later blocks. Just be- 
fore he left Bristol to come to London for 
the meeting the housing committee had 
been considering a scheme for another 
large block of flats and he believed electric 
floor heating would be used there. 


Neighbourhood Units 


The City Council was striving to build 
neighbourhood units with small groups of 
buildings, not merely houses but also all 
the other buildings which made these units 
good places to live in. Ten of these neigh- 
bourhood units, each for a population of 
10,000, were planned. 

Showing slides of post-war housing in 
the city, he drew attention to the use of 
colour. In homes and schools the housing 
committee had tried to introduce bright and 
pleasant colour schemes and he was sure 
this would have a good effect on the people 
living there and the children attending. 

Referring again to the neighbourhood 
units, plans of some of which he showed, 
Mr. Meredith said there was a maintenance 
depot in each one with a maintenance 
engineer in charge. In each unit there was 
a civic centre. Many of the new estates 
consisted largely of the Easiform type of 
house and groups of small builders had 
carried out many of such schemes. 

On the subject of materials and construc- 
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tional methods used in the Bristol post-war 
housing schemes, he said that for the Red- 
cliffe redevelopment area, where blocks of 
from three to 13 storeys were built, the 
general construction was 12 in. cavity cross 
walls with reinforced concrete floor slabs 
at alternate storeys. 


‘THE ENGINEER AND 
MANAGEMENT’ 


Fourth Graham Clark Lecture 


—~IR EWART SMITH, FRS, MA, 

presented the fourth Graham Clark 
Lecture at the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
Great George-street, SW1, on December 
17. Speaking on ‘The Engineer and 
Management,’ Sir Ewart said: ‘ Engineers 
cannot shrug off responsibility for failures 
in industrial and political management. 
Since industrial civilisation is largely the 
result of engineers’ work and invention, it 
is for them to play a more active part, in 
solving mankind’s problems of management 
and organisation. 

He believed that one of the reasons why 
engineers were not making a greater con- 
tribution to top management in all spheres 
was that the desperate shortage of tech- 
nologists is such that most are confined to 
‘ specialist’ jobs. 

Study of the engineer’s actual contribu- 
tions in the field of management showed 
that 40 per cent. of companies had boards 
with no technically qualified member, and 
that of all directors of engineering com- 
panies, less than 22 per cent. had technical 
qualifications, and of these only three 
quarters were engineers. 

‘If all were well with the national 
economy, the ordinary citizen would be 
justified in believing that present manage- 
ment was satisfactory from whatever dis- 
ciplines it may be drawn. But who, taking 
an objective view, can feel that as a nation 
we are today as strong as we might be in a 
material sense, and at the same time happy 
in our spirit ?” he asked. 

Britain’s position of relative pre-eminence 
in industrial and economic strength had 
been lost and we were now only about 
sixth among the nations of the world in in- 
come per head. Sir Ewart thought that 
failure over the past 50 years to expand 
technological and managerial education in 
accordance with needs was a major cause 
of decline. 

He went on to say that as a design 
engineer he had three principles, simplicity, 
symmetry (or balance), and _ continuity, 
which he believed were also applicable to 
organisation and management. ‘As an 
example of the aesthetic violation of 
symmetry and continuity, I would point to 
the skyline of many of the new buildings 
in London which certainly affront the 
normal eye. Conversely, modern designs of 
monolithic concrete dams illustrate the 
beauty, utility and efficiency which can 
result when these principles are applied.’ 

Other points made by Sir Ewart were that 
too much faith is placed on written examina- 
tions, that in education it should not be a 
question of science or the humanities, but 
of how they can be re-united, and that 
Britain was almost unique in imagining 
three years as adequate for a full university 
course in science and technology. 





OBITUARY 
James Richardson White, FRIBA 


'HE death has occurred of Mr. James 
Richardson White, FRIBA (Ret’d.), 
formerly the North Riding (Yorks) County 
architect, who lived at Green Lawns, Gram- 
mar School-lane, Northallerton. For 30 
years he was associated with the major build- 
ing work of the county council and among 
buildings which he designed was the North 
Riding Courthouse. He was 78. 


James Mockridge 


WE REGRET to record the death, which 
took place on December 18, of Mr. James 
Mockridge, Publisher of The Builder. Mr. 
Mockridge had been on the staff for nearly 
40 years, having joined on leaving school. 
He became Publisher in. 1933, a post he 
continued to hold in spite of ill health up to 
the end. He was S52. 

Mr. Mockridge was well known in the 
technical publishing trade and for many 
years had been in charge of The Builder 
stand at successive Building Exhibitions, 
where his ready wit and helpful kindliness 
made him a popular figure. Much sympathy 
will be extended to his widow and daughter. 

The funeral service was held at St. 
Helen’s Church, North Kensington, on 
December 23, attended by the Directors of 
The Builder, Ltd., and senior members of 
the staff, and by representatives of Odhams 
Press, Ltd., printers to the newspaper. 


LAW REPORT 


Builders’ Appeal Against Award 
for Breach of Contract Fails 


Croydon Construction Co., Ltd., v. R. G. 
Brett. Court of Appeal, before the Master 
of the Rolls and Lords Justices Romer 
and Ormerod. 


AN appeal by Croydon Construction Co., 
Ltd., builders, of London-road, Croy- 
don, against the order of Judge Sir Gerald 
Hargreaves at Croydon County Court last 
July,* awarding £171 12s. to Mr. Robert 
George Brett, of Mayes-close, Warlingham, 
in respect of breach of a contract for the 
erection of a bungalow, was dismissed by 
the Court of Appeal on December 18. 
Mr. J. HAMES, for the company, said that 
the bungalow, which cost £2,475, was 62 
sq. ft. smaller than the size specified in the 
contract. The judge, who held that Mr. 
Brett did not know of the reduction of size, 
awarded him £150 in respect of loss of the 
market value of the bungalow and £21 12s. 
because wrought-iron gates, which were 
included in the contract, were not supplied. 
THe MASTER OF THE ROLLS (Lord Ever- 
shed) said that the appeal was against the 
amount of damages only. The circum- 
stances of this action might affect claims 
made against the company from _ other 
sources. In 1955 they acquired land and 
entered into a series of contracts to sell 
plots and build bungalows. Mr. Brett’s con- 
tract provided for a bungalow of 971 sq. ft., 
but after it had been made the local 
authority insisted that the frontage of the 
bungalows to the road must be pushed back 
about 9 ft. 
The result was that there was a propor-

tionate contraction in the size of Mr. Brett’s 
bungalow, which was reduced to 909 sq. ft. 

It was no doubt always easy to be wise 
after the event, and it might now appear 
thatthe company would have been better 
advised to have come to terms with Mr. 
Brett and other persons with whom they 
had made contracts by reducing the price 
of the bungalows. No doubt it was thought 
by the company that if the two sums which 
had been awarded were not challenged they 
might set the measure for other claims. 

The judge accepted the evidence of a 
chartered surveyor, and Mr. Hames had 
contended that it was based on an erroneous 
method of calculation, and was not evidence 
of a fall in the market value of the bunga- 
low. The judge was, his lordship thought, 
entitled to rely on the evidence of a com- 
petent witness in arriving at an estimate of 
the loss of market value, and the court 
could not interfere with his conclusion. 

Lorps JusTICES ROMER and ORMEROD 
agreed, and the appeal was dismissed, with 
costs. 


TOWN PLANNING DECISION 
Minister Allows Aluminium 
Roof on Surrey House 


RECTION of a house with an aluminium 

roof on land ai Farley Green, near 
Guildford, Surrey, has been approved by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, following an appeal by Mr. L. A. 
Wills against the planning refusal of Guild- 
ford Rural Council. 

In a letter announcing his decision, the 
Minister says: ‘The houses at Farley Green 
are loosely grouped and present no archi- 
tectural pattern.’ He added that he sees no 
reason to doubt that the aluminium roof will 
tone down satisfactorily within a reasonably 
short period and does not think any other 
features of the design are likely to make the 
building look conspicuous in the landscape 
or spoil the pleasant appearance of the 
surroundings. 


DUBIOUS PLANNING 
APPLICATIONS 


Landowners Who Have No 
Intention to Build 


BuiLpers in the Midlands noted with 
interest a problem that was discussed at a 
meeting of the Pershore Rural Council 
recently when council members were critical 
of landowners who applied for planning 
permission to build houses without any inten- 
tion to build. 

Mr. D. W. HEATH urged that the Govern- 
ment’s attention should be drawn to “this 
absolute ramp’ and suggested that permis- 
sion should be granted only with the condi- 
tion that the applicant built immediately 
and retained the land in his possession. 

The chairman of the planning committee 
who recommended the refusal of 62 applica- 
tions, described the practice as ‘ good estate 
management.’ If an application were not 
granted a claim could be made for loss of 
development. If it were granted, the land 
could be sold to private developers with the 
enhanced value of ‘ planning permission.’ 

‘If we were perfectly satisfied that there 
is a need for these houses it would be a 
different matter but there is also the ques- 
tion of preserving the amenities of the 
countryside,’ he said. 
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SALE OF A PRACTICE 
Judge’s Award in Architects’ 
Dispute 
A PAST-PRESIDENT of the Faculty of 

Architects and Surveyors, Mr. Nor- 
man James Rushton, LRIBA, of 21, Mark- 
ham-street, SW3, was given judgment at 
Clerkenwell County Court on December 19 
in an action which he had brought against 
a fellow-architect and surveyor, Mr. Ken- 
neth S. I. Sinclair, ARIBA, of 44, Cocl- 
hurst-road, N8, concerning the sale of a 
practice at St. Leonard’s-on-Sea. 

Mr. Rushton, the hearing of whose 
action had occupied three days, had 
claimed the sum of £159 1s. 3d. from Mr. 
Sinclair as balance of payment in connec- 
tion with the sale of the St. Leonarc’s 
architects’ practice to the defendant for 
£300. A report of the hearing was given 
in our issue of October 4 last. 

JUDGE CLARK, summing-up, said it was 
urged that the plaintiff was not justified in 
describing it as a practice. ‘In my view 
that is not necessarily so. I don’t consicer 
that the practice ceased to exist as soon as 
he ceased to have actual work in hand. | 
cannot accept that it is established there was 
no longer at the date of the sale any pos- 
sibility of old or new clients bringing work 
to the office.’ 

The judge said he accepted plaintiff's evi- 
dence that he fully explained the position 
of the practice to defendant at their inter- 
view in September, 1955. ‘I am not satis- 
fied that plaintiff ever represented that there 
were a number of useful clients.’ said the 
judge, who held that defendant had failed to 
establish that there was a breach of the 
expressed term or condition of the contract 
that there was a practice in existence at the 
time of the sale and that the defendant had 
failed to establish any of the alleged breaches 
of warranties. 

He gave judgment for Mr. Rushton for 
£159 1s. 3d—balance of payment and 
interest—with costs, and dismissed _ the 
counter-claim with costs. 


LANDS TRIBUNAL APPEALS 


Restrictive Covenants Modified 


IN SPITE of opposition by a number of 
near-by residents, Mr. A. E. Wilson, of 
Meadow-gate, Oakshade-road, Oxshott, 
Surrey, received the Tribunal’s permission 
to build 24 detached houses with garages 
with a prime building cost, excluding land, 
of £3,000 each on six and a half acres of 
his land fronting Oakshade-road.

The Roads Programme: Modern 
Constructional Methods Urged on 
Minister 
G REATER use of prestressed concrete in 
x preference to ‘relatively old-fashioned 
methods such as reinforced concrete,’ in the 
construction of bridges in the Government’s 
motorway and road programmes was urged 
upon the Minister of Transport in the Com- 
mons before the House rose for Christmas. 

Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
on December 16, whether, in the interests 
of saving materials and cost, he would make 
more use of this method of construction. 

Mr. NuGeEntT, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, who replied, said 
that the respective merits of the various 
forms of bridge construction were well 
known, and he did not think there was any 
need for him to urge especially the use of 
any one of them. 

Mr. CooKE said that some, concern was 
being expressed about the large number of 
bridges in the motorways programme which 
had been constructed of relatively old- 
fashioned materials such as reinforced con- 
crete, and whether in view of the saving 
in the cost of materials it would not be 
better in some of the road programmes to 
have pre-stressed concrete. 

Mr. NUGENT said that as a rule they left 
these matters to the consulting engineers, 
but a number of bridges were being built 
in prestressed concrete, the nearest and 
most important being the Gunnersbury fly- 
over at Chiswick. Mr. Cooke could be 
confident that it would be used where it 
was most appropriate. 


The Hammersmith Fly-over 


Mr. PARTRIDGE asked the Minister 
whether he would approve the construction 
of the proposed fly-over at Hammersmith. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON in a written 
reply on December 20, stated—yYes. I 
have always felt that this was a necessary 
part of the Cromwell-road extension. The 
London County Council, with the agreement 
of Hammersmith Borough Council, are now 
willing to go ahead with the scheme, and 
I hope to be able to make a grant of 75 per 
cent. towards it in the next financial year. 

[he Minister, Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, 
in a progress report about the fly-over at 
the western end of the Cromwell-road 
extension said that work was progressing 
more rapidly on some sections, and on 
others more slowly than had been planned. 
He was assured that in spite of the delays 
which had occurred at some stages of the 
contract, there was no reason to fear that 
the work as a whole would not be com- 
pleted within the contract period, that was 
by August, 1959. 

He pointed out that work of this kind 
had to be planned to minimise interference 
with traffic, ‘and the contract provided that 
the temporary link road now in use between 
the existing sections of the new road and the 
Chiswick roundabout should not be closed 
until the new slip road on the north side 
of the fly-over was completed. That slip 
Toad was not yet ready, and alternative 
traffic diversions to enable the temporary 
link road to be closed now, several months 
ahead of schedule, had been suggested. 


The police and his department were most 
anxious to do all they could to accelerate 
the construction of the fly-over, and had 
examined these suggestions carefully. He 
was advised that the traffic pressure at this 
junction was already severe, and that the 
proposed diversions would create unaccept- 
able congestion at the exits from the 
roundabout. 


Trunk Road Carriageways 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON informed Com- 
mander Maitland that since July last year 
10 miles of new dual carriageway on the 
Great North Road had been opened to 
traffic. Work was also in progress on a 
further 234 miles of dual carriageway. 

The improvement of this road was one 
of his first priorities and dual carriageways 
would be built as fast as funds would 
allow, but the improvement must obviously 
be phased over a number of years. He 
expected that about 70 miles of dual car- 
riageway would be open to traffic by the 
end of 1959, and a further 70 miles would 
at that time be under construction. 

Mr. Goucu asked the Minister whether 
he had given any further consideration to 
extending the lengths of dual carriageway on 
the new loop of the Brighton-road round 
Gatwick Airport. 

Mr. WATKINSON.—Yes. I have decided 
to provide dual carriageways between the 
two existing stretches on the south-east and 
north-east bends of the loop. 


Opencast Coal Bill 


NE of the most controversial issues 
which has exercised the attention of 
MPs since the war has been that of open- 
cast coal working, and there is no doubt that 
the conflict will be renewed with increased 
vigour on the resumption when the Com- 
mons come to consider the Opencast Coal 
Bill, which provides Ministerial control of 
production from and restoration of such 
workings. 

The Bill, which was presented and read a 
first time in the House on December 18, is 
down for second reading on January 22, the 
day after Parliament resumes. It arises from 
the avowed intention of the Government, 
expressed in the Queen’s Speech in Novem- 
ber, to repeal some of the emergency powers 
relating to land, under some of which open- 
cast coal-mining is conducted, and where 
necessary replace them by statutory provi- 
sions. 

Since the introduction of large-scale 
methods of production from this source in 
1942, there has been a total output of about 
160 m. tons, and this year’s output is esti- 
mated at about 134 m. tons, or, roughly, 
six per cent. of the total national output. 
Mr. Aubrey Jones, when Minister of Fuel 
and Power, indicated in 1956 that it would 
be necessary to maintain opencast produc- 
tion at a high level for at least ten years. 

Under the Bill the National Coal Board 
will not be able to work coal by opencast 
operations, except by an authorisation of 
the Minister of Power, which may, if he so 
directs, carry a deemed planning permis- 
sion under the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947. That direction may be subject 
to conditions designed to ensure the restora- 
tion of the site. 

The Board had to publish notice of their 
application for such authorisation, and 28 
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days will be allowed to lodge objections. 
The Board will seek to obtain the land, or 
rights in it, by voluntary dealing, and if a 
landowner wishes will offer to purchase out- 
right the interest in that land. If they fail 
in that process they will be able to secure 
it by a ‘compulsory rights order,’ which 
will be valid for not more than 10 years. 

After the lapse of 10 years from the pass- 
ing of the Act no compulsory rights orders 
may be made, and none may be made 
against an occupied dwelling-house, any 
other building which is not to be restored 
or replaced, or land included in a previous 
order. The orders are subject to confirma- 
tion by the Minister of Power under the 
procedure which enables objections to be 
made and heard. There is special protection 
for certain types of land. Compensation will 
be payable to persons with an interest in 
the land acquired under these orders. 


Under other provisions, the Minister may 
make orders to close public rights of way, 
other than rights enjoyed by vehicular 
traffic, which may cross land for which an 
application for authorisation has been made. 
The Coal Board are empowered to enter 
land to prospect for coal workable by open- 
cast operations and for various other reasons. 
The Minister’s authority will be required 
before they can enter any land. Compen- 
sation for damage or disturbance will be 
payable, and 28 days’ notice of entry must 
be given. 


The Siting of Nuclear Power 
Stations 


HE conflict between the desire to pre- 
serve the countryside and the need to 
put large development projects, particularly 
nuclear power stations, away from built-up 
areas, was one of the topics dealt with in 
the Commons during debates on the motion 
for the adjournment for the Christmas 
recess on December 20. In his reply, Mr. 
Davip RENTON, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, outlined the long, com- 
prehensive and complex procedure under- 
taken by the authorities before the final 
selection of a particular site was made. 

Mr. Renton said that in considering the 
subject, members would be deluding them- 
selves if they did not face the serious con- 
flict and dilemma which arises. Everyone 
wanted to preserve the beauties of the 
countryside and hated to see them spoiled. 
But everyone would join in wanting Britain 
to progress and have a higher standard of 
living and not to see the nation stagnate 
socially or industrially. 

Choosing the site for an atomic power 
station was a_ lengthy, elaborate and 
thorough process, which was divided into 
three phases. First, there was a general 
suggestion by the Electricity Authority; the 
second, the search for a broad site; the 
third, an application to the Minister of 
Power to hold a public inquiry before he 
gave his consent. 

Throughout that process there were cer- 
tain limiting factors. One was economic: 
another was safety. When the Government 
announced their programme in 1955 it was 
decided that the stations should be sited 
away from centres of population because 
they contained highly toxic materials. They 
represented new developments which had 
not been tested on a large scale. Calder 
Hall had since been erected-and was work- 
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ing safely and satisfactorily. Although the 
Windscale accident could not possibly have 
occurred at Calder Hall, and in the type of 
reactor following Calder Hall on which the 
new stations were to be modelled, neverthe- 
less, in spite of that, the Government were 
still adhering to their policy of not going 
near to built-up areas on the broad ground 
that in matters of this kind it was obviously 
better to be safe than sorry. Even, if on 
safety grounds, they felt free to depart from 
that policy there were few sites available in 
or near built-up areas, and thus they had to 
go to the countryside. 

Further limiting factors had to be con- 
sidered, including the need for large quan- 
tities of cooling water for power stations. 
The type to be erected now were believed 
to require about 35 million gallons an hour. 
Therefore, they had to be on the coast, or 
the estuary of a river. All the buildings 
were extremely heavy, and the machinery 
was vibrant. This necessitated solid foun- 
dations. Buildings were extensive and suffi- 
cient acreage was needed; this generally 
meant about 300 acres with ancillary 
buildings. 

With all those factors in mind, the 
Electricity Authority carried out preliminary 
general studies in each area, involving a 
thorough consideration of the development 
plans of local authorities, maps of the 
National Parks and areas of outstanding 
natural beauty which had to be avoided if 
possible. Also there was a geographical 
study of the basic physical features such 
as water supplies. With those general 
studies in mind, an area research of that 
part of the country where it was proposed 
to put the power station was carried out. 
Afterwards the Electricity Authority pro- 
ceeded with what was called site selection. 
This was a lengthy process, taking from 
three to 12 months. Every possible site in 
the area that had been searched was con- 
sidered, and there was sometimes a survey 
before a provisional selection was made. 

In addition, local planning authorities, at 
least six Ministries, the National Parks 
Commission, the Nature Conservancy and 
finally, after a site had been provisionally 
selected, the Royal Fine Art Commission, 
were among. those’ consulted. Local 
authorities who had specific statutory duties 
under the planning Acts to _ preserve 
amenities and to adhere in general to their 
development plans, considered power 
stations with the same thoroughness as they 
considered other proposals. The only 
difference was that instead of making a 
decision themselves they submitted their 
views to the Minister. 


Street Lighting Survey 


SURVEY of all street lighting on 
trunk and classified roads throughout 
the country is to be conducted by divisional 
road engineers of the Ministry of Trans- 
port, as a first move towards dealing with 
the lack of uniformity and standards among 
the many lighting authorities along the 
routes. 


The investigation, which is planned as the 
first move towards seeing what can be done 
to deal with the problems arising from the 
need for greater co-ordination, will be 
carried out at the request of Mr. Nugent, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, 
who announced his intention during a 


A 


debate on December 20. The survey will 
take between four to six months. 

The divisional road engineers are also to 
be requested to consult adjacent lighting 
authorities in large conurbations to sug- 
gest they should form some sort of local 
joint advisory committee to co-ordinate 
street lighting in the area. He would call 
the first conference in the London area to 
see whether he could get that degree of 
co-operation among the authorities to set 
up the committee.

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‘Design and Detailing of Screen Walls’ 


JOINT SEALING 


"THE sixth of the weekly lectures on the 

‘Design and Detailing of Screen 
Walls,’ which have been held by the LCC 
Brixton School of Building, SW4, was 
given by Dr. John Bowler-Reed, PhD, on 
‘Joint Sealing, on December 5. The 
following notes are’ taken from Mr. 
REED’s address: 

Curtain wall and similar constructions 
necessarily involve site jointing of large 
units of varying materials in which vary- 
ing conditions make movement inevit- 
able—movements in stiff rigid materials 
cannot be ‘ smothered ’ and joints capable 
of remaining weatherproof after deforma- 
tion are essential. The only alternative to 
joints of this kind is the rigid fixing of 
panel edges in sufficiently close contact 
to.exclude water. This in turn calls for 
flexibility in the panels themselves. 
Timber is the only commonly used 
material which could be used in this way. 

A recent study report of ‘The Design 
of Stainless Steel Curtain Walls,’ carried 
out at Princeton University included the 
following: — Every joint between wall 
units is a potentia) form of trouble. The 
best way of designing a joint is to make 
it as weathertight as possible and then to 
assume that it will leak, and provide posi- 
tive means for conducting the moisture 
out of the wall. Joints may be made 
watertight by the sealing action of plastic 
gaskets, by interlocking or spring action 
in the joint itself, or by the periodic 
application of caulking compounds. This 
last is not recommended because the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the metal 
panels causes the caulking to fail and 
requires constant maintenance. Rubber 
or plastic gaskets have been used success- 


fully, but their survival over a long period 
is still to be proved. The joints should also 
provide some flexibility or tolerance to 
allow for minor variations in fabrication 
and erection and to permit some move- 
ment due to thermal expansion.’ 


Commenting on this Dr. Reed made 
these points: There were limitations in 
metal to metal joints—capillary paths 
between surfaces were inevitable and 
considerable penetration of run-off un- 
avoidable; such mechanical joints must 
harbour dirt which, in conjunction with 
movement, would eventually result in dis- 
tortion and further reduction in the effi- 
ciency of the joint. The lack of faith in 
caulking compounds he felt sprang from 
the reduced quality in U.S. products of 
this kind which had resulted from com- 
petitive cost cutting in recent years. 
There were mastics which had remained 
in good condition for 40 years. 


Despite the fact that the use of mastics 
may now be regarded as second rate or 
old fashioned it still had a place in screen 
wall constructions. To use it efficiently its 
limitations must be recognised. Mastic 
joints are subjected to a number of de- 
structive agents: 


1. Temperature variation (15-160 deg. 
F in UK). 

2. Oxidation at the exposed face— 
and from side faces if claddings 
were porous. 

Erosion by rain and hail. 

Attack by ultra violet light. 

Wind pressures. 

Bird attack. 

Damage during maintenance or by

Resistance to these is, however, 
secondary to the mastic’s ability to assume 
the shape of joints and adhere to their 
sides and to deform readily and without 
flow to absorb movement. Maximum 
thermal and moisture movements and 
wind pressures should be determined be- 
fore joints are designed. The possibility 
of permanent deformation by settlement 
should not be overlooked. 


Joint sealers can be grouped: (1) Bitu- 
minous Sealers — stiff material dissolved 
for vertical joint applications in volatile 
solvents the slow evaporation of which 
produces shrinkage; not fully resistant 
to ultra violet light; does not form surface 
skin. Unsuitable for screen wall applica- 
tions unless corrugated steel and asbestos 
are included in this term. 

(2) Oil bound mastics form a surface 
skin by oxidation of the oil content; 
this can be kept clean but the hardening 
process continues—life depends on the 
oil content. Reports of the BRS and ASI 
not conclusive on life or movement 
accommodation capacity of mastics. 
‘Slump’ and stain tendencies easy to 
determine. With reservations as to method 
of incorporation, higher oil content 
means longer life and the consistency of 
oilier compounds calls for application by 
gun. 

(3) Synthetic materials—cover a large 
field, particularly in methods of applica- 
tion—can be loosely classified as synthe- 
tic rubbers. Studies of their mode of 





































grounds for doubting their capacity for 
long life have been discovered but this 
has still to be established by experience. 
They have disadvantages of high cost and 
some difficulty in application. A possible 
point of doubt is relative to their ability 
to withstand movement stress without 
permanent deformation. 


Slides illustrating a number of larger 
buildings in which external panels had 
been sealed by means of gun-applied 
mastics were shown at this point. 

On sealing techniques the lecturer gave 
details of three different kinds :— 

Mastics: Building movements are slow 
and a good mastic has sufficient cohesion 
and adhesion to joint surfaces to with- 
stand them. Adhesion can be assisted, if 
necessary, by the use of primer on joint 
urfaces and/or by forcing the mastic 
into position. Mastics should not be re- 
quired to accommodate movement in 
excess of 30 per cent. of its depth. The 
recommended minimum depth of mastic 
below the exposed surface—the length of 
he ‘ skinning path ’"—is ? in. 

Gaskets: Preformed strips of elastic 
synthetic materials such as polyisobuty- 
lene are not necessarily as good as their 
handling properties imply. Tendency to 
peeling and to permanent deformation 
ay result in joint failure. Gaskets forced 
of clipped into place under pressure pro- 

ise efficient joints. The danger of failure 


































































































































































have been used and should give efficient 
ints. Foamed materials—with self 
bubbles—hold most promise in this field, 
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because of, their recovery capacity, if 
firmly attached to joint surfaces. 

Thiokol: A synthetic material applied 
in semi-fluid form which sets to an elastic 
rubber-like form adhering strongly to 
timber, glass and metal surfaces. Earlier 
forms were elastic only but later develop- 
ment has given thiokol the capacity of 
stress relaxation, i.e., the adaptability to 
shapes imposed by successive sustained 
deformations without loss of elasticity. Its 
disadvantages are its high cost; the need 
for careful site mixing (two ingredients re- 
quire careful and accurate mixing just 
prior to placing; difficulties arising from 
fouled equipment; the need for scrupu- 
lously clean joint surfaces—even damp- 
ness may prevent adhesion; the difficulty 
of replacement of damaged panels. 

Mr. Reed summarised: If its high cost 
were accepted and proper skill and care 
exercised in its application thiokol was 
undoubtedly the best jointing medium. 

Where large movements were involved 
properly designed joints made with gun- 
applied mastics took second place. 

Where movements were small—or only 
compressive movements were large—strip 
materials should have long life and give 
excellent results. As suitable materials he 
suggested neoprene (a synthetic rubber 
with similar properties to those of natural 
rubber but unlike it in being unaffected 
by ultra violet light and ozone), and butyl 
rubber (softer and more adhesive—of 
‘chewing gum’ character). 


Discussion 


The first questioner asked Mr. Bowler- 
Reed to explain more fully the effect of 
ultra-violet light on mastics, etc., and, 
secondly, what was the ideal climatic 
temperature for joint sealing. The answer 
to the first question was that ultra-violet 
light accelerated deterioration by oxida- 
tion, etc., and generally climatic tempera- 
ture was of little importance but it was 
of prime importance that the weather be 
dry, an¢ the surface of all materials dry, 
as mastic did not really adhere to wet 
or damp surfaces. 

The lecturer complained that in some 
systems the tolerances were too small to 
allow for satisfactory expansion and con- 
traction of the mastic. Cases had occurred 
where expansion had exceeded 100 per 
cent. This distortion exposed joists to rain 
penetration. 


In answer to a further question the 
lecturer said that he would never suggest 
that joint sealing would remain in a satis- 
factory condition for as long as 40 years. 


A lengthy discussion ensued as to 
whether or not the architect should be 
technically competent to instruct the 
manufacturers on jointing and joist seal- 
ing. The lecturer thought the architect 
should make it clear that he was not a 
specialist and that the lead should come 
from the specialist manufacturers. 

Several questioners enquired why the 
USA was so advanced in the field of joint 
sealing. The lecturer said this was pri- 
marily due to their tremendous armament 
drive. Britain could produce mastics as 
good or even better than their American 
counterparts. The reason why we had 
slightly inferior mastics was due entirely 
to economics. 
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BUILDERS’ YARD IN 
RESIDENTIAL AREA 


Guildford Public Inquiry 


ARISING out of the decision of Guild- 

ford Town Council not to approve 
an application by Arthur Brook Johnston 
(Builders), Ltd., for permission to erect an 
office and stores in connection with the use 
as a builders’ yard on land at Johnston 
Walk, Tilehouse Estate, Guildford, a public 
inquiry was held at Guildford on October 
31 by Mr. W. A. Devereux, an officer of 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. 

Permission was refused by Guildford 
Council on the grounds that the proposal 
conflicted with the Surrey Development 
Plan, in that the site was within an area 
defined primarily for residential use in the 
Guildford and district town map. Secondly, 
it was held that the development would be 
detrimental to the amenities of the adjacent 
properties. 

A solicitor for the appellant company 
told the inquiry that it was proposed to 
move the existing builders’ yard to a site a 
little further along the road, which, he sub- 
mitted, would be, on business and planning 
grounds, a better site. 

Mr. REGINALD G. HowarbD, managing 
director for the appellant company, said 
there were no objections to the preposal 
other than those from the Council. He 
said the builders’ yard had been on the pre- 
sent site for 30 years, but business was now 
expanding. The present yard belonged to 
the Tilehouse Farmhouse. The proposed 
new site would be owned by the company. 

Mr. JOHN LESLIE (Deputy Town Clerk) 
declared that the area was essentially resi- 
dential in character. There was no justifi- 
cation for a builders’ yard on a new site in 
that area. Both the proposed site and the 
old site were bad from a planning point of 
view. The Council held the view that a 
builders’ yard should be outside the estate, 
Mr. Leslie added.

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TRAINING COURSES 
IN CONCRETE WORK 


Syllabus for 1958 


IHE Cement and Concrete Association’s 
programme of training courses for 
1958, designed to help engineers and super- 
visors to keep abreast of recent develop- 
ments in design and construction tech- 
niques, has been announced. 

The courses will be held at the Associa- 
tion’s new training centre at Wexham 
Springs, near Slough in Buckinghamshire, 
where a special building has been erected 
to provide accommodation for the partici- 
pants and facilities for lectures. Living 
accommodation consists of single bedrooms, 
a canteen, a lounge and a recreation room. 
The lectures are given mainly by members 
of the technical and research staff of the 
Association, but experts from outside also 
give talks on their own subjects. 

The Association’s Research Station pro- 
vides special facilities for the laboratory 
work and the practical demonstrations. The 
practical work includes the testing of 
materials, trial mixes, the making and test- 
ing of full-scale structural members, demon- 
strations of construction techniques using 
modern plant and methods for handling 
and placing concrete and making prestressed 
concrete by all the main systems of pre- 
stressing in general use in this country. 
Participants can gain experience in working 
with each process. 

Demonstrations of road construction are 
given, using both hand methods and a com- 
plete train of mechanical plant for fully 
mechanised concrete road _ construction. 
This includes spreading and finishing plant, 
a vibrating joint cutter and a mobile con- 
crete saw. A large number of precast con- 
crete facing. slabs are on view, showing the 
variety of surface finishes which can be 
obtained, with exposed aggregates and pro- 
filed slabs. 

There is much of general interest at the 
Research Station which may be outside the 
scope of any one particular course; one of 
the chief advantages of holding training 
courses at a centre where research is 
actually carried on is that participants can 
not only usé its equipment but also learn 
something of the latest developments of 
research in their own particular field.

CODE OF PRACTICE 
Gas Service Pipes (CP 331.101 :1957 


HE British Standards Institution 

announces the publication of a revision 

of the Code of Practice for Gas service 
pipes—CP 331.101. 

First published in 1947, the Code was 
originally prepared by a committee con- 
vened by the Institution of Gas Engineers; 
and the same committee has handled this 
revision, which takes into account develop- 
ments since 1947 in the technique of install- 
ing gas service pipes, and in the materials 
available for the purpose. 

The Code deals with the service pipe from 
the gas supply main to the control, which 
is normally at the consumer’s meter. It 
also deals with the provision, where neces- 
sary, of service valves and_ service 
governors. 

Emphasis is placed upon exchange of 
information, between those concerned in 
planning and execution, during the early 
stages of new building projects (the Gas 
Undertaking’s role is particularly important 
—the Undertaking is able to advise in con- 
nection with the position of the gas meter, 
the size of service and the route of the ser- 
vice from main to meter position). 

The Code, price 4s. 6d., gives advice on 
the inter-relation of gas service pipes with 
other public services (water, electricity, 
telephone, etc.). Other advice concerns the 
desirable size of pipe bearing in mind its 
potential load. There are recommendations 
on the installation of service governors and 
on precautions which are appropriate when 
using governors which operate on a supply 
at a pressure in excess of } lb. per sq. in. 
It also contains reference to protection 
against corrosion and to matters which 
require attention when laying, testing and 
inspecting gas service pipes.

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TAXATION OF 
MINERAL RESOURCES 


‘Inequitable’ Situation Criticised 


HE ‘oppressive weight’ of modern 
taxation was criticised by SiR THOMAS 
Moore, MP, chairman of Eastwoods, Ltd., 
at the 37th annual general meeting of the 
company, held in London. 

This burden was far too onerous to be 
carried by industry indefinitely, and it was 
obvious that some relief from this crushing 
imposition should be given as soon as the 
country’s financial position allowed. 

‘We suggest,’ he said, ‘that high on the 
priority for next year’s Budget should be 
the adoption of the Federation of British 
Industry’s recommendation that depletion 
of mineral resources be allowed as a charge 
for taxation purposes. This is permitted to 
companies operating overseas and it is 
clearly inequitable that the home producer 
should continue to be assessed on inflated 
figures. P 

‘In face of the present restrictive economic 
situation new items of capital expenditure 
are being cut to the absolute minimum 
compatible with maintenance of the com- 
pany’s assets, and no new major projects 
are being embarked upon at the present 
time. But as soon as faith in the National 
currency is fully restored it is to be expected 
that finance will once again be readily 
available when Eastwoods would wish to 
resume the various schemes of expansion 
and further capital developments we have 
in mind, but which must be deferred in- 
definitely meanwhile.’ 

Sir Thomas then went on to refer to 
the term ‘increased productivity’ which 
had lately been in common use together 
with the need for it, but he wondered what 
that phrase meant, say, to a laundryman or 
even a railwayman. ‘How in effect can 
they produce more? If we were told 
frankly by our leaders—whether Govern- 
ment, industrial or trades unions—that we 
must all work harder for the same money, 
and certainly not any less hours, then some- 
one might understand—and that is precisely 
the challenge we have to meet today,’ he 
declared. 

On the 7 per cent. Bank Rate he said: 
‘The business community and organised 
labour in Britain have now to face the fact 
that the annual dose of inflation which pro- 
vided easy profits and automatic wage 
advances will no longer be forthcoming. 
This new situation will impose on every one 
of us what, at first sight, might appear to 
be an unwelcome discipline, but we must 
remember that whatever profits or wage in 
creases arose out of inflation and not as a 
result of greater production, gave only a 
temporary advantage to whatever group got 
in first.’ 

The company’s trading profit for the year 
at £1,076,000 was the highest so far 
achieved being £63,000 more than for 
1955/56, but the profit before taxation at 
£646,000 was £9,000 lower than last year as 
£350,000 had been provided for amortisa- 
tion and depreciation compared with 
£296,000 charged previously. This in- 
creased provision arose solely from the 
larger amount now invested in fixed assets 
and there had been no change in the basis 
on which depreciation had been calculated. 





OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—The Shell Company of 
Australia has announced that it will build a 
new 17-storey building in Melbourne to re- 
place its present headquarters there. Demo- 
lition of the existing building will start in 
1958. ...A_ 17-storey office block is 
planned by the Colonial Mutual Life Assur- 
ance Society for Melbourne. Costing up to 
£A3 million, it will replace an existing seven- 
storey building erected in 1896, and several 
adjoining premises at the intersection of 
Elizabeth and Collins-streets. . . . Plans 
are being prepared for a 20-storey office 
block to be built in Sydney by the Federal 
Government. It will be the city’s tallest 
building and, accommodating 4,600 people, 
will have its own post office and telephone 
exchange. . . . The Victorian Government 
has decided to build a second university in 
Melbourne. Legislation will be introduced 
early in 1958 to authorise the project, and 
the new university is expected to be func- 
tioning within four years. A 100-acre site 
will be selected in or near the city. 


AUSTRALIA .—Plans are being prepared 
for a 20-storey office block to‘ be built in 
Sydney by the Federal Government.. It will 
be the city’s tallest building. The building, 
accommodating 4,600 people, will have its 
own post office and telephone exchange. .. . 
A 17-storey office block is planned by the 
Colonial Mutual Life Assurance Society of 
Melbourne. Costing up to £3m., it will be 
erected at the intersection of Elizabeth and 
Collins-streets, in the heart of the city. The 
present offices form one of the finest build- 
ing landmarks in the city. 


BRAZIL.—The Central Electrica de 
Furnas SA is making a preliminary selection 
of foreign contractors to be invited to tender 
for the civil engineering part of the construc- 
tion of the Im. Kw hydro-electric station 
on the Rio Grande near Passos in Minas 
Gerais. The work is planned to begin in 
1958 and be completed by the end of 1962. 
. . . The Municipal Chamber of the Federal 
District has approved an appropriation of 
Cr$500m. for the construction of three plants 
for the industrial use of refuse. 


COSTA RICA.—The Council of Govern- 
ment has approved a project for a Govern- 
ment-owned cement plant which will be con- 
trolled by the National Housing Institute 
and the Pacific Electric Railway, both of 
which are autonomous Government institu- 
tions. It is estimated that the proposed plant 
will cost over £1m. . . . The Costa Rican 
Electrical Institute proposes to erect a new 
hydro-electric plant on the Rio Macho, some 
45 kilometres south-east of San Jose, and 
work is expected to commence once the La 
Garita hydro-electric plant enters into opera- 
tion early next year. It is estimated that 
the total cost of the plant will amount to 
US $6m. 


MALAYA. — Two hundred low-cost 
houses for Malaya will be built in the Sungei 
Rokam area of Ipoh by the town council. 
A second project, for the supply of low- 
rental houses along Kampong Simes-road, 
is expected to consist of four- or five-storey 
blocks. 


PANAMA.—The big event recently has 
been the holding of the 7th Pan-American 
Highway Congress. The main subject was 
the construction of a highway through the 
largely unexplored jungle provinces of 
Darien in Panama and Choco in Colombia 
to link the Inter-American highway with the 
South American highway system. It has 
been agreed to finance further studies and 
produce a final report by 1960 or 1961 for 
consideration by the next Congress. The 
highway will cost at least $100m. . . . The 
Government is now considering the building 
of a circular road from Colon to Portobello, 
Nombre de Dios and back tothe Trans- 
Isthmian highway via the Rosario Mining 
Company’s manganese mines. This project 
will be undertaken in conjunction with the 
Rosario Mining Company and the Panama 
Refining and Petro-Chemical Company which 
plans to build a refinery at Portobello. .. . 
A first call for tenders has now been made 
for the preliminary work of the water distri- 
bution and sewage project being undertaken 
with United States ICA aid. The proposal 
to ‘build a separate waterworks for Panama 
City is still under consideration. The 
Government have set up a commission to 
report on the studies carried out by the 
French firm of Chabal et Cie and on the 
feasibility of building a waterworks, and pro- 
vision has once more been made in the 
budget for US $9m. for this project. ... 
The National Economic Council has 
approved the Panamanian Government’s 
plan to build a small port for coastal shipping 
and fishing vessels in Panama and pre- 
liminary studies are expected to be started 
shortly. . . . Nothing more has yet come of 
the Trans-American Industries Limited’s 
project for the local manufacture of low cost 
prefabricated housing for Panamanian 
workers. It is reported that the American 
firm would be interested in entering into 
partnership with a British firm for this pro- 
ject... . The Government has plans to build 
a brewery in David, the capital of Chiriqui 
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province early next year. The company wil] 
have a capital of US $1m. . . . The Panama 
Refining Company is now reported to be 
ready to start preliminary work on the con- 
struction of its two wharves at Las Minas 
Bay—one for the use of the Panamanian 
Government—and the preparation of the 
actual site for the refinery.
